But this is certain, that an the 
broken rocks of the foreground, in the 
eryi talline groups, the mosses seem to 
set themselves consentfully and deliber- 
ately to the task of producing the most 
exquisite harmonics of color in their 
power.

This is not to say that light is 
not ncessary for recovery In great 
cities, night-air is often the best and pu- 
rest air to be had in twenty-four hours. 
I could belter understand shutting the 
windows in towns during the day than 
during the night, for the sake of the 
sick. The absence of smoke, the quiet, 
all tend to make night the best time for 
airing the patient. One of our highest 
medical authorities 011 consumption and 
climate has told me that the air in Lon- 
don is never so good as after ten o’clock 
at night. A ways air your room, then, 
from the outside air. if possible. M’in- 
dowH arc made to open, doors are made 
to shut — the truth which seems extreme- 
ly difficultof apprehension. Every room 
must be aired from without— ‘every pas- 
ssgt from within.

A Hero. — J ohn B. Gough, the cele- j 
brated Temperance lecturer, who has re- 
turned to the Uuited States iroui a visit 
to his native England, related in one ol 
his recent speeches the following anec- 
dote: 

“John Maynard was well known m the 
Lake district as a God fearing, honest, 
intelligent pilot. He was a pilot on a 
steamer from Detroit to Buffalo one sum- 1 
mcr afternoon. At that time, those steam- 
ers seldom carried boats. Smoke was 
seen ascending from below, and the cap- 
tain called out, ‘Simpson, go down and 
see what that smoke is.’ Simpson came j 
up with his face pale as ashes, and said, 
‘Captain, the ship is on fire!’ Then, j 
Fire! fire! fire! fire on shipboard!’ All 
hands were called up. Buckets of water 
were dashed upon tna fire, but in vain. — 
There were large quantities of rosin and ! 
tar on board; nud it was useless to attempt 
to save the ship. The passengers rushed 
forward, and inquired oi the pilot, ‘How 
far are we from Buffalo? ‘Seven miles.’ 
‘IIow long be lore we reach it?’ ‘Three 
quarters of au hour at our "present rate 
of steam.’ — ‘Is there any danger?’ ‘Dau- | 
ger here — see the smoke bursting out! go 
forward, if you would save your lives!’ 
Passengers and crew, men, women and 
children, crowded the forward part of the 
ship. John Maynard stood at the helm, j 
The flames burst forth in a sheet of fire; | 
clouds of smoke arose; the captain cried j 
out through his trumpet, ‘John Maynard! j 
‘Aye, aye, sir!’ -How does she head ?’— ? : 
‘South-east-by -east, sir.’ Head h£r_soutly. : 
east aud run ber on shore. "X A carer, 
nearer, yet nearer she approached the j 
shore. Again the captain cried out, 
•Jtlin Maynard!’ The response came 
feebly, ‘Aye, aye, sir!’ ‘Can you hold on i 
five minutes longer, John?’ ‘By God’s j 
help I will!’ The old man's hair was ; 
scorched from the scalp, one hand disa- i 
hied, his knee upon tho stanchion, and 
his teeth s«t. with his other hand upon 
the wheel, he stood firm as a rock. lie J 
beached the ship — every man, woman and 
child was saved, as John Maynard drop- j 
ped, and his spirit took its "flight to his 
God." [Sensation] 

He sacrificed his life to savo the 
lives of others; it is worth a greater 
effort to save a man from moral ruin — to j 
savo a ehild from drunkenness than from 
fire. < 1
